This Is the forecast made 
public to-dky by tbe Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, based on re¬ 
ports filed on or about August 11. 

Of the above total for all Canada. 
$64.401.000 bushels are sprlhg wheat. 
Last year's spring wheat crop touted 
284.010.000 bushels and the entire 
wheat crop waa 304.620.000 bushels. 

“The western wheat crop." the re¬ 
port states, "la very spotty and thus 
difficult to estimate because of a 
series of depreciating weather eft ecu 
from seeding until harvest."

MR. MASSEYS RESIGNATION 

P UBLICATION OF HON. VINCENT 

Matsey't letter to Premier Bennett, in which 
the former Canadian minuter to the United States 
resigns his position as High Commissioner for Canada 
in Great Britain, is a clear indication that the new 
government at Ottawa proposes to place this Do¬ 
minion’s diplomatic service on a political basis—a 
policy which the neighboring republic follows with 
often unfortunate results. Although Mr. Massey had 
not assumed his duties in London, his appointment 
dates back to July 23; his successor, however, will 
he one "in close political association with the gov¬ 
ernment of the day.”— 

Mr. Massey's removal from the diplomatic service 
of this country will be regretted by a very large and 
influential section of the Canadian public. During 
his three and a half years as Canada's first minister 
to the United States he discharged the important 
tasks of his office in a manner which not only 
earned far him a particularly flattering commenda¬ 
tion from Sir Esme Howard (as he then was), who 
was closely associated with Mr. Maasey during the 
whole period in which the former represented Great 
Britain as her ambassador to Washington. Mr. 
Massey's knowledge of Canada, his intimate under- 
'standing of the various problems which confront the 
^empire In "its relationship with other countries, stood 
him in good stead at the United Statea capital. Hence, 
on this account, and especially by reason of the ex¬ 
perience he had gained in a diplomatic service still 
young, he was considered the logical successor to the 
late Mr. Larkin at London. 

There ia no suggestion that Mr. Bennejt will 
have difficulty in finding a suitable candidate for the 
post which Mr. Massey now has vacated. But his 
first official course with Canada's senior diplomatic 
representative abroad is hardly an indication that the 
new government will improve the rystem.

DAY1D SPENCER 


XXTHEN THE WORLD SETTLED DOWN 

W after the war and began to speculate upon 
whet forces might have prevented the catastrophe, it 
was not uncommon in some quarters to charge up a 
considerable emount of delinquency to the church. It 
was argued by these critics that if the leaden of 
Christian thought in the various countries had devoted 
more attention to the building up of n sentiment 
hostile to war, the governments of 1914 would have 
paused long enough to avert the tragic events from 
which it will take a century to recover. 

Whether the churches fell short of thpir duty be¬ 
fore the Great War or not. however, there are indica¬ 
tions that their influence will be felt to some purpose 
in the future. At the recent Lambeth Conference 
several hundred bishops end archbishop* of tha Church 
of England denounced war as being, under ordinary 
circumstances, “incompatible with the teachings and 
example of Christ," and resolved that where a gov¬ 
ernment has not declared its readiness for arbitration 
or conciliation the Christian church in that nation 
should refuse to countenance any wnr. Complemen¬ 
tary to this decision is the effort now being made to 
arrange co-operation between all world religions in 
the interest of universal peace, when tlw George Wash¬ 
ington .bi-cenlenary in 1932 will be used as an sac use 
for assembling representatives from all the great 
churches for this purpose. With this object in view, 
the preliminary arrangements recently were made at 
Berne. Switzerland, when sixty delegates, including 
Christ it ns. Jews. Moslems. Hindus, end Buddhists 
met at a committee. 

The world hea progressed a long way towards 
peace since the end of the war. The League of 
.Nations has grown in force end no longer is described 
as merely an international debating society. But if

It is an old adage that an ounce of prevention 
u worth a pound of cure. But it is not necessary 
for The Timea to suggest that there are several citiea 
on this comment which might, with profit, consider 
the plight in which Chicago at the present time finds 
itself. Chicago's gangs are a portent for the law- 
abiding people of every community. Every large 
city has its obstreperous element in embryo. It is 
the duty of those in authority to subject them. One 
American commentator has something to say about 
it. and he is fftnk about his own country We quote 
him in pnrt; 

Detroit, 8t. Louis and Cleveland have all been 
troubled by gang fights. Cleveland's situation la a 
case In point, worth examining briefly because It 
illustrates the general rule so perfectly.
